Gentlemen, 


I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  seventh  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  the  District  and  the  work  of  the 
Health  Department  for  the  year  1953. 


The  1951  Census  population  for  the  District  was  9,231, 
distributed  in  the  parishes  as  follows:  —

The  mid-1953  estimated  population  of  9,130  is  the  figure 
used  in  calculating  the  Vital  Statistics  which  follow. 


The  Birth  Rate  recovered  to  17*6  per  thousand  population 
(Adjusted  Birth  Rate  17-3)  and  compares  favourably  with  the 
W.R.  Rural  District  Aggregate  Rate  of  15-7  and  the  Rate  for 
England  and  Wales  of  15-5. 


The  Crude  Death  Rate  of  10-1  (Adjusted  Death  Rate  9-9) 
although  slightly  higher  than  1952  is  satisfactory.  The  W.R. 
Rural  Rate  was  9-3  and  that  for  the  country  11-4. 

Of  the  92  deaths,  31  (33-7%)  occurred  at  the  age  of  75 
years  and  up  ; of  these  10  were  over  85  years  and  three  over 
90  years  of  age. 


The  excess  of  Births  over  Deaths  was  69. 


There  were  6 Infant  Deaths,  giving  a Rate  of  37-3.  The 
W.R.  Rural  Rate  was  33-3  and  for  England  and  Wales  it  was 
a new  low  record  of  26-8. 


Infectious  disease  notifications  totalled  197,  the  increase 
being  accounted  for  largely  by  measles — 135.  Almost  all  these 
cases  of  measles  occurred  from  May  to  July. 

A case  of  acute  poliomyelitis  occurred  in  Snaith,  with 
subsequent  recovery.  No  case  of  diphtheria  has  occurred  in 
the  District  for  ten  years  and,  provided  parents  continue  to 
regard  immunisation  as  an  essential  routine  for  every  one 
of  their  children,  the  disease  can  be  kept  at  bay. 


The  M.  and  C.W.  Service  for  the  District  improved  with 
the  opening  of  the  Swinefieet  Clinic  early  in  the  year.  Sessions 
are  held  for  Child  Welfare,  Maternity,  Schools,  Mothercraft 
and  Minor  Ailments. 

Renovations  at  Rose  Cottage,  Snaith,  continued  throughout 
the  year,  but  were  still  incomplete  at  the  31st  December. 

Finally,  I wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the 
co-operation  extended  to  me  by  the  Members  and  Officials 
of  the  Council  and  the  assistance  given  at  the  Clinics  by  the 
Voluntary  Workers.

WATER  SUPPLY 

In  October  a start  was  made  with  laying  water  mains  in 
connection  with  the  Marshland  Scheme.  This  scheme  will 
supply  piped  water  to  many  isolated  farms  and  cottages  on 
Swinefleet  and  Reedness  Common  and  will  improve,  also,  the 
pressure  in  the  existing  mains  from  the  Goole  Borough 
boundary  throughout  all  the  parishes  to  Fockerby. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  houses  without  piped 
water  was  118  and,  on  the  completion  of  the  above  scheme, 
only  68  out  of  the  2,876  houses  in  the  District  will  be  dependent 
on  private  wells. 


SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  only  change  in  the  present  unsatisfactory  state  of 
affairs  is  a further  aggravation  of  the  problem  with  the  addition 
of  each  new  house  on  the  water  carriage  system. 

Adequate  sewering  would  not  only  dispose  of  the  foul 
dykes  but  would  enable  much  of  the  older  property  to  be 
improved  by  conversion  to  water  closets. 

The  number  of  each  type  of  sanitary  convenience  is : 
Privies  664;  Box  closets  772  ; Water  closets  1,422. 


SCAVENGING 

It  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to  find  suitable  tips 
in  the  Marshland  area.  Several  ponds  and  plots  of  low-lying 
ground  have  been  filled  up  by  arrangements  with  the  owners. 

Four  tips  are  now  in  use  at  Snaith,  Rawcliffe,  Hook  and 
Swinefleet.
